ment, vis. Had he thought fit to have given proper In- 
formation i in a more direc. Manner: Gentlemen, it is not 
many Years fince | gave an Information in what 1 apprehend. 
* you imagine in a more direct Manner, which was for the 
3 Good of the Company and the Nation in general ; but had: 
I done as the Author of the ſaid Letter did, I ſhould have 
ſerved both the Company and my Country. I ſuppoſe, Gen- 
tlemen, &y d more dired Manner, you mean a private Man. 
ner, in doing of which my Life was threatned privately, and 
L was a great Sufferer both in my Character and Trade, 
of which I leave you to judge when you have read the 
following Account of my Proceedings. 

One Foſeph Belliagos, a Spaniard, from Panama in Nem- 
pain, was recommended to me to do ſome Work for him, 
which Work I undertook. In a few Days after he came 
to me, and made a Complaint that he was ill uſed where he 
lodg d, but I not underſtanding the Saniſb Tongue, went 
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to one Mr. P— 9 who was my Neighbour and one of 


the Clerks of the South-Sea-Houſe, who underſtood the 
(an 15 age very well, and deſired he would come 
Houſe 


to ſpeak to a Spaniſh Gentleman, which he 
05 afterwards went with him to his Lodgings, in F 
der t A procuxe Juftice to the ſaid Mr. Belliagos. Soon 
Aer tis Mr. Belliagos came and lodged at my Houſe, 
and frequently went up into my Work-Shop, to ſee me 
and my Servants at Work. I did not in the leaſt ſuſpect 
he meant me any ill, but to my great Surprize I ſoon 
underſtood he did; for he inticed my Journey: Man to go 
abroad with him to Spa, and likewiſe the Apprentice of 
the Perſon who recommended him to me. The next un- 
juſt Thing he was guilty of, was debauching my Maid ; 
and when 1 turn d her away, he let her in again unknown 
to any of my Family, and conecaled her three Days in his | 
Room, and brought her Victuals in his Pocket; and while 
his Bed was making, ſhe was always locked up in the 
Cloſet. After this he took Lodgings for her at Hoxdon, 
where ſhe acted as an Agent for him, to- enquire after. 
or Artificers, and to ncourage them to go abroad; for 
which he furniſhed himſelf with Tools for ſeveral Trades: 5; 
the Tools for ſome Trades to my knowledge were uſeleſs, 
had he not carried Men over _ with him that knew 
how to Work with them. 

Another of his Defigns was to obtain a Rang of a 
Paper-Mill, in order to erect one in his own Country, for 
which Purpoſe he enticed my Journey-Man-to go into the 
Country with him, telling him that a Sheet of Writing 
Pa aper 1n his Country was Worth Six-pence, and that if he 


Would go with him, they ſhould both ſoon get Eſtates. 


Theſe were Proceedings | thought detrimental to the South. 
Sea-Company, as well'as to. my Country ; wherefore I writ 

a Letter and deliver'd it mylelf tothe Servant of a Great- 
Man belonging to the South-Sea Company, which Letter 
informed him of the whole Proceedings of Mr. Bel 


liagos; the Footman brought me an Anſwer that his Ma- 


ſer would acquaint the Committee at the Shu Houſe 


with the Information I had given him. In two or three 


Days afterwards, he ſent his Footman to my Houſe, and

mediately to his Maſter at the South-Sea Houſe; when 
came Home, which was about half an Hour after the Foots 
man was gone, I only eat my Dinner, and went directly 
to the Ship Tavern in Broad-Street, near the South-Sea 
Houſe, and ſent the Drawer to enquire whether the Com- 
mittee were fitting, and he brought me Word they were 
broke up, upon which I called tor Pen, Ink, and Paper, 
and wrote a ſecond Letter to the ſaid. Gentleman, to ac- 
quaint him that I came to attend the Committee, but 
was too late, by reaſon 1 had not Notice time enough. 
I alſo told him that I was informed that Mr. Belliagas 
had received very confiderable Remittances to carry on his 
Schemes. I ſent this Letter by a Porter; the next Day 
I was upbraided in my Neighbourhood by Mr. P, the 
S. &. Clerk, who ſaid he had got the Letter in his Pocket 
that was laid before the Committee, and ſaid I ſhopld be 
ſent for again, and ſuffer for writing that Letter, which 
proved falſe. 4 
Upon this, Mr. Belliagos threatned to have my Life, 
but 1 took very little Notice of his Threats, and he ſtill 
kept his Lodgings at my Houſe, becauſe he thought his 
Effects ſafer there than at Hoxdon, where he generally laid 
a Nights with his Miſtreſs, and to whom I was told he was 
married, and had made her a Roman-Catho/ick ; (but I 
dont affirm this for Truth) however he carried her abroad 
with him, and Mr. P— 4 ſaw her dreſs'd in Man's Cloaths 
before ſhe went on Board, and ſaid ſhe look d very hand- 
The Tools that he bought, were pack d up at my Hodſe 
in ſquare Boxes, and then put in a Cart, which I followed 
at a Diſtance; and the Cart itop'd at the South-Sea-Houſe ; 
oon after I faw Mr. Belliagos and Mr. P -, come to the 
Cart, and then went away; Mr. Belliagos paid for his 
Lodging: The ſame Day 1 went to Sir Peter Delme, then 
Lord Mayor, and took two Perſons with me, who made 
Oath that Mr. Belliagos, had enticed them to leave their 
Maſters, by offering them Money to go abroad with him, 
Which is contrary to an Act of Parliament made in his late 
Majefty's Reign, when our Artificers were invited over to 
France, in Miſſiſippi Time, and upon this Act I had a 
Warrant granted by the aforeſaid Lord Mayor, againſt |

Labouring under this Misfortune of not ſerving ahr 
Warrant upon him, I propos d to myſelf another Method, 
which I thought, or at leaſt hoped, that it would not 
ove as ſucceſsleſs as the former: Accordingly I wrote a 
tter to a certain Great Man at Whitehall, acquainting 
dim with Mr. Belagos's Proceedings, in which Letter the 
Lord Mayor's Warrant was incloſed; but to my great 
Surprize I'never heard any 1 more of this 5 005 ener 
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Am well inform'd that Mr. Ps ves ſent to the Cor
